THE IDEAL DATET FOOD. 


Fresh grass, succulent and rich, is the 


ideal food for the dairyman, and it pro- 
duces more milk of a good quality than 
any of the highly prepared foods in- 
vented by man. This is the standard 
summer food, and the dairyman needs 
to imitate it for the ideal winter food so 
near as possible. When the question is 
analyzed, it will be found thai rich grass 
produces plenty of fine inilk because the 
cows like it, and because it contains the 
verv best milk-producing elements. The j 
ideal -winter food must then bear two 
stamps upon it. It must be relished by 
the cows, and it must contain certain 
constituents which can readily be turned 
into milk.—Courier-Journal. 


FEED THE PIGS IS VflXTES. 


The -svell-knoTTirn fact that animals do 


not groiv as rapidly or take on flesh as 
readil}- in cold weather as in warm leads 
manv farmers to delay feeding grain to 
iheir pigs until spring. Thus there is a 
long period in which very little growth 
is made. Xot only is time lost by this 
method, but the animals get in a eondi- 
tSca less favorable to fattening than they 
•were at an earlier period. If warm pens 
are provided and suitable care is given, 
feeding can be profitably conducted even 
in the coldest weather. If these points 
are neglected the animals will return no 
profit and make very little growth, e 
though a moderate quantity of grain 
furnished.—American Dairyman. 


conx AXD COB TOGETHER. 


For a long time corn-cob meal was 


divided, because analysis did not show 
that it had much nutritive value. Yet 
the story of the woman who kept her cow 
mainly on corn cobs and refuse from the 
table and kitchen showed that cobs had 
some value. The experience of farmers 
also confirmed the value of corn cobs 
when ground with the grain. Corn meal 
alone is too condensed food. It packs 
in the stomach, and even raised with cut 
hay it is too heavy feed for horses. 
Grinding the cob with it enables the sa- 
liva to raix through the mass, and more 
of the nutritive value of the grain is ex- 
tracted. But it is important that the 
cob be ground as finely as possible. If 
the cob is moist, as it is apt to be early 
in the winter, it will pay to mix equal 


of oats or barley with it before 


This enables the miller to 


grind even damp ecru and cob much 
finer than would otherwise be possible. 
TJnground pieces of cob are indigestible, 
and instead of making the meal more nu- 
tritive they detract from it. — Bobion Cul- 
tivator.

frre degrees sow the seed. "Water -with 
tepid water, and give air every pleasant 
day by lifting the cover. On very cold 
frosty nights, or in snoTnry -weather, cover 
with boards of matting.

THE IDEAL DATUY FOOD.

summer food, and the dairyman needs 
to imitate it for the ideal winter food so 
near as possible. 
When the question is 
analyzed, it will bo found that rich grass 
produces plenty of fine milk because the 
cows like it, and because it contains the 
very best milk-producing elements, Tho 
ideal winter food must then bear two 
stamps upon it. 
It must be relished by 
tho cows, and it must contain certain 
constituents which can readily bo turned 
into milk.—Oouricr-JourmU 


PEED THE PIGS IN WINTEU. 


The well-known fact that animals do 
not grow as rapidly or take on liesh as 
readily in cold weather as in warm leads 
many farmers to delay feeding grain to 
their pigs until spring. 
Thus there is a 
long period in which very little growth 
is made. 
Not only is time lost by this 
method, but the animals get in a condi- 
tion less favorable to fattening than they 
•were at an earlier period. 
If warm pens 
are provided and suitable care is given, 
feeding can be profitably conducted even 
in the coldcst weather. 
If these points 
arc neglected the animals will return no 
profit and make very littlo growth, o<en 
though a moderate quantity of grain is 
furnished.—American Damjman. 


GUINDING CORN AND COB TOGETIIEU, 
For a long time corn-cob meal was 
divided, because analysis did not show 
that it had much nutritive value. 
Yet 
the story of the woman who kept her cow 
mainly on corn cobs and refuse from the 
table and kitchen showed that cobs had 
some value. 
The experience of farmers 
also confirmed tho value of corn cobs 
when ground with the grain. Corn meal 
alone is too condensed food. 
It packs 
in tho stomach, and even mixed with cut 
hay it is too heavy feed for horses. 
Grinding the cob with it enables the sa- 
liva to mix through the mass, and more 
of the nutritive value of the grain is ex- 
tracted. 
But it is important that tho 
cob be ground as finely as possible. 
If 
the cob is moist, as it is apt to be early 
in the winter, ifc will pay to mix equal 
parts of oats or barley Avith it before 
grinding. 
This enables tho miller to 
grind even damp corn and cob much 
finer than would otherwise be possible. 
Unground pieces of cob are indigestible, 
and instead of making tho meal more nu- 
tritive they detract from it.—Bodon Cul- 
timtor.

makes a very tender growth at first, and 
it is best to seed heavily and thin when 
four or five inches high. 
It will prob- 
ably yield best in drills, but as I have 
never cheeked any I cannot speak from 
experience in comparative tests. 
Two 
or three stalks can be left in a hill, tho 
hills being fifteen to eighteen inches 
apart in the row. 
As the growth ia 
slender, attention must be given to thin- 
ning in time. 
I left a field of six acres 
until the corn was a foot high, and the 
crop was considerably injured. 
Husking 
is expensive, as it costs six or seven cents 
per bushel of forty pounds—two level 
half-bushels. 
Unless the seed is excep- 
tionally pure, some of the corn Avill be 
too large to be marketable. Some seeds» 
men cull out the best of a lot and sell it 
for pure seed, and it appears so; but a 
crop from it Avill have mixed ears. 
I 
have lost as much as fifteen bushels out 
of 100 from this cause. 
Care must be 
taken to cure the corn AVCII. 
The silks 
and ribbon should be taken off, and the 
corn bo cribbed for a year. 
Consumers 
do not want it until one year old, as it 
will not pop well before. 
From fifty to 
sixty bushels of forty pounds can be 
raised per acre, and the average price is 
nearly \hree cents per pound, although 
one year ago I sold 450 bushels at two to 
two and one-half cents, owing to over- 
production. 
It is absolutely necessary 
to exclude all mice from it. 
Any taint 
or discoloring is ruinous. 
When every- 
thing Avorks right, popcorn is a paying 
crop, but it requires a good, fine soil, 
pure seed, a good crib, and ability on 
tho part of the groAver to wait a year oi 
tAVO for returns.—Biiral 2few Yorker*

ing soft food, as bran mash. 


Bloating in cattlo indicates indiges- 
tion, 
The treatment should be as fol- 
lows: Give a pint of raw linseed oil and 
repeat in two days. 
Give bran mash or 
cut hay, wetted with warm water, add- 
ing bran or cornmeal. 
The emaciation 
and rough coat will disappear as soon as 
tho digestion is restored. 
Some linseed 
steeped in hot water w^ould bo a useful 
addition to the feed. 


"We notice reports of a number of milk- 
dealers, or rather cieamerymen, who are 
in hot water by paying more to farmers 
for their milk than it is worth. 
If the 
farmers will sell their milk or any pro- 
duct to a man on time who offers to pay 
tham more than their product ia worth, 
they must sooner or latter be losers by 
the operation, for no man that mtends 
to pay for what he buys can afford to 
pay more for an article than he can soil 
it for with profit to himself and pay jfcho 
producer for bi£ product.

Unaerated milk is said to be a great

The process of aerat- 
ing milk is very simple, and consists in 
allowing the milk to flow from one re- 
ceptacle to another in fine streams, so 
that it mav c^me in contact with cool, 
pure air. "if nothing better is at hand let 
it run through a nice clean colander two 
or three times. A better arrangement is 
perforated milk pans, one above the 
other, through which the milk may run 
in fine streams. It is held that tyrotoxi- 
con poison is generated in cream for the 
want of proper aeration, and that this 
causes cholera infantum. Aerated milk 
is better to use than milk cooled upon 
xce. — Sew York Voice.

THE BEST OF COOKIES. 


If these cookies are properly made no 
other cookie recipe will ever be used, 
says the Housekeeper's 
Weekly. 
Cream 
one cup of butter and two cups of sugar. 
To this add one teaspoonful of rose- 
water and one pinch of salt. 
Then sitt 
in sufficient flour to make a very soft 
dough, in which one teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder has been mixed. 
Be sure 
that the dough is not stiS, and use 
neither milk nor water. Flour the bake- 
board well, take a piece of dough, and, 
after sprinkling tho rolling pin with flour, 
roll out very quickly as thin as the 
blade of a knife. 
Cut some out round 
and some long shape. 
Grease a baking 
pan and fill it with cakes. 
The oven 
must be moderate and the cakes must be 
watched closely. 
They must be taken 
from the oven before they are colored. 
They will harden as soon as they leave 
the pan, and if they are colored tho ap- 
pearance will be spoiled.

A SPLENDID WASHING FLUID, 


To the tired housekeeper who must do 
her own washing, every real aid is a thing 
invaluable. 
Many washing fluids are 
sold that, after repeated using, rot the 
clothes and render them useless long be- 
fore they should be put aside- 
• To make a good, reliable fluid take 
five pounds of washing soda, one-half 
pound of fresh, unslaked lime, one pound 
of borax and four ounces of liquid 
ammonia. 


Upon the soda and borax pour one gal- 
lon of boiling water; when it has thor- 
oughly dissolved add the ammonia. Slake 
the lime in one gallon of hot water and 
let stand open until entirely settled; pour 
tho clear liquid carefully oil upon the 
soda and borax water, and add to the 
' mixture eight spoonfuls of this fluid in a 
tub of water and soak the clothes in it 
over night. 


Another method of washing clothes is 
to put them to soak over night in cold, 
Boft water, then next day put into warm 
Buds in which coal oil has been placed— 
one tablespoonful to each pail of w a t e r - 
washed and boiled in water in which the 
same quantity of coal oil has been placed, 
then rinsed in clear water, blued and 
hung up. 
It is said by those who use 
coal oil in this way that it saves much 
rubbing, and is an altogether satisfactory 
method of washing cloihGH.--Detroit

SOME SEASONABLE DESSEHTS. 


Cream Pudding—Mix half a cup ot 
white sugar and one grated lemon, beat 
six eggs to a froth, mix in a pint of flour 
and a pint of milk, stir in a pint of rich 
cream and a pinch'of salt. 
Pour in a 
buttered dish and bake. 


Kentucky Pudding--Beat three eggs 
with half a cupful of sugar, 'and two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, and half a cup- 
ful ot sweet milk, a teacup of seeded 
raisins, and flour to make a still batter, 
and a teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Flavor with lemon. 
Boil four hours. 


Lemon Pudding—Stir tho yolks of six 
eggs, one cup of sugar, half a cup of 
water and the grated lemons together. 
Soak half a dozen crackers in warm 
water, lay in the bottom of a pan, pour 
the mixture over and bake, cover the top 
with meringue made of sugar and the 
whites of tho eggs. 
Serve with sauce. 


Amber Pudding—Beat a quarter of a 
pound of butter to a cream, and gradu- 
ally add the same of sugar and rice 
flour, beat until smooth. 
Butter a plain 
pudding dish. 
Flavor the mixture with 
the juice and grated rind of ono lemon, 
pour in the dish, stand in a pot of boil- 
ing water and boil for two hours. Serve 
hot with rich sauce. 


Saratoga Pudding—Mix- a cup 
of 
chopped suet and a cup of molasses, add 
a cup of milk, three cups of flour, a tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, half a grated nut- 
meg and half a teaspoon ot salt, beat 
well, add a cup of seeded raisins and a 
cup of currants well flavored with a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, mix well and 
turn in a greased mold, allow room to 
swell and boil two hours.

On Fri- 
day he was taken with convulsions. 
He has since improved but fears are 
entertained that rabies may result. 
Several relatives of Smith have died 
of hydrophobia, caused by dog bites 
within the past few years. 


The Legislature. 


The House at Harrisburg,on Thnrs- 
dayjafternooc, discussed amendments 
to the Brooks high licenses are grat- 
ed, and provides that applicants for 
the privilege of selling intoxicating 
liquors will he authorized to spcure 
their bondsmen in any part of the 
county in which the application is 
made.

The regiment 
embraced a company from Pennsyl- 
vania College, which fact may suggest 
the College Campus as the proper lo- 
cation for the monument. 


On Thursday the House also pass- 
ed unanimously a bill for a $1,500 
by the 21st Pennsylvania Cavalry, 
which wiU be placed near the Balti- 
more pike, where young Sandoe fell 
on Friday before the week of the bat- 
tle.

"The Citizens* Bank of Yenango"

Yellowstone Park. 


The park is a high plateau with an 
average elevation of nearly 8000 feet, 
surrounded on nearly all sides by moun- 
tains rising irom 2000 to 8000 feet above 
this broad tableland. 
Numerous streams 
from the high mountains pour their 
waters into the park, from which, by 
means of three largo rivers, the greater 
part of it leaves this elevated country 
for the more arid regions below. 
Hun- 
dreds of lakes, many of them large size, 
lie scattered over the plateau. 
Yellow- 
stone Lake, one of the grandest bodies 
of water in the world at so high an alti- 
tude presents a magnificent natural reser- 
voir twenty miles in length, with a 
breadth across its greatest expansion of 
fifteen miles. 


Two large rivers, tho Yellowstone and 
tho Snake, find their sources in these 
lakes and mountain recesses. 
In all tho 
vast Rocky Mountain country there aro 
few, if any, areas of equal extent so ad- 
mirably adapted for a national forest 
reservation, and none which 
present 
greater advantages as a natural reservoir 
for tho storage of water. 
Over eighty 
per cent, of tho park country is covered 
with coniferous forest. 
For tho collec- 
tion and preservation of this water sup- 
ply, tho forest of tho park and the ad- 
jacent territory is of incalculable value. 
It is indeed a prime necessity.—Garden 
and Forest,

There is on exhibition at a little aquar- 
ium iu a window in liew York a curious 
group of the linny tribe never before 
fieen iu this country. 
It is a family of 
Cochin China paradise fish consisting of 
s full grown male and female and several 
of their little proircny. 
The fish is a 
marvel of beauty. 
The head is gray la 
•color, and is mottled with dark spots, 
and the gills blue,bordercd with crimson. 
The eyes aro yellow and red, and the 
j)upil3 black. 
The sides of the body

tire crimson, with ten or t"v70lvo vertical 
l)luo stripes. 
The tail is crescent in 
fihape and is crimson, with a blue border. 
•"When the fish is excited all the colors 
«re brilliant. 
When the male fish la 
rfighting for the possession of a female of 
Ihe species ho extends all his fins and dis- 
plays their most vivid colors. 
The tail 
is covered with small spots, like the 
eyes on a peacock's tail, and the under 
fiurface of the fish becomes jet black. The 
•colors of the dorsal fin change constantly 
from green to blue, sometimes showing 
•white spots, and the body 
trembles 
perceptibly, radiating colors of every 
iue. 


Aa summer approaches the fish become 
Tery active and build a nest. 
The malo 
lights for the possession of the female 
:ftnd the victor betakes himself to a corner 
of the aquarium, where ho commences 
to construct his nest. 
Taking a position 
^bout an inch below the surface of tho 
water he frequently takes air into hifl 
jnouth and then ejects it forcibly in tho 
. «hape of little bubbles covered with a 
glutinous substance which prevents them 
from bursting for several hours. 
Ho 
•continues to make bubbles until ho has a 
little floating platform about six inches 
in circumference and a quarter of an inch 
thick. 
When the nest is finished tho 
female approaches and deposits her eggs 
"beneath tho nest. 
The malo gathers tho 
eggs with bis mouth and places them oa 
the bubbly nest. 
When all tho eggs 
iave been cared for tho female as^ain 
' makes her appearance, and the operation 
is repeated until about a thousand cgga 
are on the nest. 
The eggs hatch out in 
ftbout thirty-six hours.— Ohicaao Herald.

Tho Oatmeal Superstition. 


Shirley Dare is credited with tho fol- 
lowing opinions in regard to a very pop- 
ular article of food: The oatmeal super- 
stition is a hard one to uproot in the 
minds of housekeepers who have made 
it a part of their routine and hate to take 
np anything else. 
Farmers do not feed 
oats to their horses unless they aro hard 
at work, because the grain is too heating 
for them, and breeds disease in animals 
unless thrown off by vigorous muscular 
effort daily. 
Oatmeal, especially of tho 
iiner sorts iu which the housekeeper de- 
lights, often passes digestion in a crude 
shape as masses of .starch, which clog 
tho body without nourishing it. 
Dry, 
crisp oatcake is much better taken than 
dry oatmeal, and is far more palatable, 
its oil and starch being arranged iu 
baking. 


Clean cracked wheat is tho food -for 
tho nervous, studious or housekeeping 
women and children, containing as it 
does tho phosphates needed and the 
coarse character which aids the organs 
in their work. 
The fine ilours and foods 
of tho day are one great cause of tho 
early deterioration of the race. 
If wo 
wished artfully to eliminate every par- 
ticle of nutrition from the food, it would 
be only necessary to carry the process of 
grinding, bolting and refining a little 
further. 
In my experience, and that of 
the most intelligent literary people met, 
it is not possible to change from sound, 
coarse food, containing all tho wheat, for 
one day, without loss of strength and 
nervous tone.—Brooklyn Oitizciu
